Fivine FURY has come up with a very promising stakes winner in his first crop 
to go to the races — Crimson Fury. The latter, in his first race at over a mile, 
was a good second in the Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap. The Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes was his second race at a mile. He won it without difficulty. 


Flying Fury, himself, demonstrated similar ability. At two he won the Cham- 
pagne Stakes. In the Garden State and Pimlico Futurity he was running faster 
than any of the others at the finish to place in both. Raced little at 3 he won 


the Kentucky Derby Trial. As a 4-year-old he won the |!/.-mile Manhattan Han- 
dicap. Flying Fury entered the stud with earnings of $145,595.

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THE COVER HORSE 


Cain Hoy Stable’s Bald Eagle led all 
the way to become the first horse to win 
a second Washington. D. C.. International. 
His margin over Harmonizing was 2 
lengths. and his time for the 114-mile 
race was 2:33. 5 seconds slower than his 
winning time last year. 

The International put the *Nasrullah 
horse back on the winning side of the 
ledger. Earlier this year, when he won 
the Widener, Gulfstream Park, and Metro- 
politan Handicaps. there didn’t seem to 
be anything which could touch him, but 
since May the only stakes he had won 
was the Aqueduct Handicap, on Septem- 
ber 5. In the meantime he had been 
second in the Man o’ War Handicap, third 
in the Woodward Stakes and Jockey Club 
Gold Cup.

Evolution of an Image 


We have spent a good deal of time 
over the past few weeks trying to imagine 
how the Thoroughbred Research Commit- 
tee was going to wiggle out of its dilemma 
— in other words, how it was going to 
reconcile 2 irreconcilable viewpoints on 
the issue of medication. Time, as we 
have noted before, is running out. The 
next and last meeting of the committee 
will be held on November 29, in the New 
York offices of The Jockey Club, and 
from this session is supposed to come a 
recommendation which will have a reason- 
able chance of finding favor with the 
NASRC’s Uniform Rules Committee. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Billie Smith. the NASRC’s 


able secretary, the research committee, if 
it cannot agree on a rule in one day, will 
be held over a second day, November 30. 
If there is not a capitulation of one side 
or the other by the 30th, we can’t guess 
what will happen. 

At the risk of oversimplifying, it seems 
to us that the committee has broken 
sharply over only one important question 
—whether or not there is to be such a 
thing as permissive medication for race 
horses. If we are to judge by the vote 
which sent the committee’s first medication 
rule to the rules committee, 5 members 
either favored or thought they could live 
with permissive medication, and 4 mem- 
bers were adamantly opposed to it, includ-

BALTIMORE. “Familia Cain Hoy!” exclaimed 
Capt. Harry F. Guggenheim as he pulled Woody 
Stephens and Manuel Ycaza closer to him in Laurel’s 
new, horseshoe-shaped winner’s circle reserved for 
Washington, D. C., International ceremonies. 

“Look like you are happy,” exhorted a photog- 
rapher. Pater-familias beamed. ‘‘This isn’t diffi- 
cult,” he responded, clutching his trainer and jockey 
still closer. In both English and Spanish —- the lat- 
ter evidently a courtesy to Panamanian-born Ycaza 


—Guggenheim stressed that Bald Eagle’s victory as 
defending champion properly should be chalked up 
to teamwork. “The Cain Hoy team... Familia 
Cain Hoy,” he repeated over and over again. 

It was with rare, almost supreme, confidence 
that Stephens had put Bald Eagle through his early 
training regimen, but on Wednesday evening, at the 
International press dinner in Washington, appre- 
hension crept across his features. Outside, the 
streets were wet from a lazy rain that lingered

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through the night and into the morning. 
Word from New York deepened the fur- 
rows: Yceaza had been aboard a_ horse 
disqualified for bolting at Aqueduct on 
Tuesday; Stephens feared his rider would 
be suspended. 

Through this period of transient travail, 
the nation’s leading money-winning trainer 
maintained a brave front. “Bald Eagle is 
at his best.” he pronounced. “All I want 
is a firm track.” 

The rain, and forecast for more, seemed 
to preclude the latter condition. What if 
the course is soft? Wasn’t Bald Eagle at 
a disadvantage when Harmonizing beat 
him on such a strip in the Man o’ War? 

Stephens winked. “I still think he has 
enough of an edge to do the job. As for 
the Man o’ War, going into the race we 
knew that Sword Dancer was the horse 
we had to beat. Harmonizing simply stole 
a march on us while we were preoccupied 
with Sword Dancer.” 

What if Ycaza was not available? Would 
placing and rating Bald Eagle present a 
problem for a substitute rider? 

“If I can talk to any good rider for 5 
minutes — and he does what I tell him 
— Bald Eagle will run his race. Inside, 
outside, in front, or coming from behind. 
It makes no difference where he is if my 
instructions are followed.” 

Was the horse growing more studdish? 
What happened in the summer when he 
didn’t want to break off for a work? 

“Ycaza was hurt at the time, and a new 
boy was on him. Bald Eagle is curious 
and likes to look around. I’ve been work- 
ing him in blinkers to keep his mind on 
business. You should have seen him look- 
ing over those foreign horses when they 
came out with hoods over their heads.” 

The Newmarket barrier, equipped with 
ball bearings after the wooden slides had 
fouled in the dampness and forced the 
device’s abandonment in favor of a tape 
last year, presented no problem for Bald 
Eagle. He had started from it at 2 and 3 
in England, and had schooled well for 
starter Eddie Blind. 

On Monday, Stephens asked Blind, “Do 
you think I’ve done enough with him? 
I’m considering schooling him again on 
Wednesday.” 

“I don’t believe you'll have to.” was 
Blind’s reply. “He knows what it is now. 
He'll be all right.” 

Stephens agreed, but protected himself 
by asking for an assistant to handle Bald 
Eagle at the barrier. He was the only 
trainer to request handling. Though Blind 
has always extended an open invitation to 
help in the schooling of any or all of 
the International starters. only the Rus- 
sians, Zabeg and Zadorny. and Bald Eagle 
had showed up for classes. 

E. W. King, trainer of Harmonizing. 
which had to be whipped into motion by 
an assistant starter when he froze as the 
barrier was sprung. called the start “the 
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worst I’ve seen in 25 years of racing.” 
Unmistakably a slap at Blind, King’s 
charge was unwarranted. Puissant Chef's 
people, for example, would have loved to 
have their horse gotten off as well as 
Harmonizing. King hadn’t taken his 
charge near the barrier until the start 
was effected. 

Harmonizing ran well, once he took it 
upon himself. Well back in ninth _posi- 
tion early, he cut deeply into Bald Eagle’s 
lead through the stretch, but he was still 
2 lengths away at the wire. 

Both King and Harmonizing came back 
sore. The gelding cooled out far the 
better. Before being returned to his stall 
—an ice tub stood nearby — Harmonizing 
was walking reasonably sound. 

“I had the best horse,” fumed King. “I 
don’t ask for any the best of it, but I 
don’t want any the worst of it, either.” 

The Counterpoint—Baby League geld- 
ing, conqueror of both Sword Dancer and 
Bald Eagle at scale weights in the Man 
o’ War less than a month before, had be- 
come a late-hour International substitute 
for Sword Dancer when the latter was 
withdrawn due to a wrenched ankle. 

“I'd like to match my horse against 
Bald Eagle for $50,000. That’s what I 
think of Harmonizing,” King said. 

Informed of this, Woody Stephens’ jaw 
dropped. “That man caught lightning in a 
bottle once. He doesn’t think he can do 
it again, does he? He’s talking like a 
fool, but if that’s what he wants, we'll 
race Bald Eagle against him at any dis- 
tance at any track from Maine to Spain. 
A deal like that might just interest the 
Captain.” 

When word of the acceptance of the 
challenge was relayed back to the Inter- 
national barn, King was not present. 

Puerto Rican groom Jacinto Pagan was 
standing at the door of Harmonizing’s 
stall. “Meester King’s not here,” he said. 
“T don’t know where he is gone. He is 
cooling out somewhere, I guess.” 

Hoping for but not expecting King’s re- 
turn, reporters plied questions to Pagan. 
It was learned that the 6-year-old, owned 
jointly by King’s wife Sadie and Jean Di- 
Marco, had a history of a hairline fracture 
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in his left fore ankle. When King claimed 
Harmonizing for $6,500 on July 27 at 
Aqueduct, Pagan said, there was a hole 
in the gelding’s right fore foot where pos- 
sibly a bruise had been cut out. Yes. he 
was tubbed for the International. but no. 
not for the Man o’ War. 


Pagan said that the ex-claimer had not 
performed well in the double stickers he 
had worn in the Jockey Club Gold Cup. 
when Kelso drubbed him, and that he 
had come back a bit sore. The groom re- 
ported that Harmonizing’s training was ac- 
complished chiefly by ponying. General 
practice is to work him once before each 
race. He had been ponied 144 miles on 
Thursday and Friday. 

Stephens’ fears concerning the status 
of Yeaza and the turf condition had abated 
by race time. Yeaza was held blameless 
in the Big Walt disqualification, and a 
warming sun and a stiff breeze had dried 
the turf course to a point where it was 
firm except for spots. 


Unfortunately for Laurel, and Blind in 
particular, most onlookers judge walk-up 
and webbing starts by standards asso- 
ciated with the electric gate, the confining 
nature of which greatly enhances the 
chances of a precision-like getaway. By 
any standards except those for the stall 
gate, the start of the 1960 International 
was quite good. All of the 11 starters 
stood well and had equal chance at the 
break. Bald Eagle, benefiting from his 
schooling, was a perfect gentleman. 

_ France’s Puissant Chef. standing not 
6 feet from Blind, wheeled as the start 


was effected. As his mount wheeled to the 


right, jockey Maxime Garcia lurched for- 
ward and fell to the turf. The boy re- 
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mounted and galloped behind his field, 
crossing the wire at a brisk walk. 

After viewing movies of the race, Blind 
was of the opinion that the motion of his 
arm, in depressing the release lever about 
one foot, was the cause of the French 
horse’s spooking. Harmonizing seemed to 
prop as the webbing flew up: but then 
a whiplash from an assistant starter sent 
him into motion. 

Bald Eagle’s performance was a_ bad 
dream for the others in the race. Most of 
the foreign jockeys were uniformly 
amazed that there would be such an early 
demand for speed. Bald Eagle broke in 
stride and quickly mounted a lead which 
at one point must have been 12 lengths. 
A tantalizing target early, he remained 
incommunicado throughout. It was the 
first time in his career that he had 
sprinted clear early and gone on to win. 

It was no contest until the stretch was 
reached the second time around. At that 
juncture Bald Eagle appeared to be tir- 
ing, but Ycaza reported later that his 
mount had loafed the last three-eighths. 
“He was looking and listening to the 
crowd,” the Panamanian said. Inside the 
eighth-pole, with Harmonizing cutting into 
Bald Eagle’s lead with every stride. Ycaza 
shook up his mount. but without indication 
of dire urgency. 

The fractions — :25, :47%5, 
1:37%5, 2:33— were all Bald Eagle’s. 
His final time was 5 full seconds slower 
than the course record he established 
last year. 

Commented jockey John Ruane (Har- 
monizing): “He just stood there at the 
start until an assistant hit him with a 
whip. I had to check at the head of the 
stretch the first time around. Bald Eagle

must have had 15 lengths on my horse at 
the head of the stretch; it was just too 
much of a lead to overcome.” 

While King chose to harp on his horse's 
start. the gelding broke about as well as 
he generally does from the gate. In win- 
ning an allowance race on the turf at 
Aqueduct, Sept. 23. he had been off next to 
last in a field of 14. In only 1 of the 15 
races showing in his past performances 
had he broken with the leaders. 

Asked if Harmonizing had made con- 
tact with Zabeg inside the eighth-pole. 
Ruane replied, “I might have come out a 
bit, but not enough to hurt him.” 

Films of the race revealed that in drift- 
ing out Harmonizing had hit the Russian 
a solid blow. 

Surprise of the race was the strong 
finish by both Russian horses. Zabeg 
(U.S.S.R.), for all of his trouble, was 
only beaten 3 lengths. Zadorny, the rather 
coarse color-bearer of the Ukranian Re- 
public, was only another length and a 
quarter away. 

Nikolai Nasibov, Russian master jockey 
aboard the 3-year-old Zabeg, had a legiti- 
mate beef if he had played according to 
house rules. Through an_ interpreter. 
Nasibov said that, upon pulling up, he 
had held his whip aloft to signal a pro- 
test. This was the custom in his country. 
he said. 

From the gallery came the remark: 
“That's odd. I thought when a Russian 
wanted to protest he removed his boot 
and pounded it on the nearest solid ob- 
ject.” 

Notified that whip-waving in the direc- 
tion of the officials after a race had a 
very different meaning in America, Nasi-

Harry F. Guggenheim was in Lexington 
this week making final arrangements for 
the transfer of his breeding stock from 
Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., to Leslie 
Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm. The move- 
ment will include the stallions *Turn-to 
and Dark Star, 35 broodmares. and 14 
weanlings. Flying Fury will remain at 
Claiborne. 

Guggenheim said that both Bald Eagle 
and One-Eyed King. now in the last days 
of their racing careers, would be retired 
to Spendthrift. 

Present with Guggenheim when he re- 
vealed his new plans were trainer Woody 
Stephens. Combs. and Humphrey S. 
Finney. who recently retired as general 
manager of the Fasig-Tipton Company 
in order to take over the supervision of 
the Guggenheim Thoroughbred breeding 
interests. 

Combs explained that he and John W. 
Hanes recently had leased Mrs. R. W. 
Mellvain’s 300-acre Walmac Farm, ad- 
jacent to Spendthrift, and that this, in 
addition to their Log Cabin Stud, would 
allow Spendthrift to comfortably handle 
the Guggenheim horses. 

Combs added that he would enlarge 
and improve Spendthrift’s “stallion cen- 
ter.” He planned to build a new breeding 
shed, fire-proof stabling accommodations, 
and a modern laboratory. 

Guggenheim had had his horses at 
Claiborne since he entered the sport nearly 
30 years ago. 


*Fair Claim in N. Y. 


E. A. Bazzurro announced that he had 
imported *Fair Claim from England. 

Twenty-five of 30 shares in *Fair Claim 
will be retained by Bazzurro. Three shares 
have been sold to Mrs. L. H. Lipton. Miss 
Lynne Galvin. and Noel Simpson. *Fair 
Claim will stand a part of the 1961 breed- 
ing season at Robert’s Stud Farm, New 
City. N. Y.. and he then will be sent to 
New Jersey. at a site to be announced.

Bald Eagle and Harmonizing represented the 
United States in this year’s renewal of the Wash- 
ington, D. C., International, and they were first 
and second choice in the betting. The Cain Hoy 
runner was favored at 17 to 10, and Harmonizing, 
at 49 to 10, was slichtly preferred over Puissant 
Chief, which went off at 51 te 10. 


Soon after the start, Bald Eagle rushed to the 
lead, and after the first mile and a quarter his 
margin was about 10 lengths. Harmonizing, which 
had raced far back in ninth place for most of the 
first mile, then began to make up ground gapidly, 
finishing 2 lengths behind Bald Eagle and a length 
in front of Zabeg. Returning to the scales, Zabeg’s 
rider gesticulated with his whip and pvinted to the 
head of the stretch, a procedure constituting a 
claim of foul in the Soviet Union. Before the 
race, however, all riders had been instructed in 
the procedure for lodging an objection, and there- 
fore the results had been made official before the 
stewards understood that the Russian jockey was 
claiming foul. After a study of the films, which 
showed that Harmonizing had bumped Zabeg in 
midstretch and again nearing the finish, steward 
Joseph F. Flanagan said that he would have been 
inclined to grant a claim of foul by Zabeg’s rider 
if it had been properly lodged before the results 
were made official. 

At the start of the race, Puissant Chef wheeled 
and unseated his rider, who remounted and com- 
pleted the course, but finished last. Bald Eagle’s 
time of 2:33 was 5 seconds slower than his own 
record, set last year when he won the same event. 


In his first race this year Bald Eagle was beaten 
a neck by On-and-On in the McLennan Handicap. 
He then won the Widener Handicap ir new track- 
record time, the Gulfstream Park Handicap, and 
the Metropolitan Handicap. He finished fourth 
in the Suburban and Brooklyn Handicaps, before 
he won the Aqueduct Handicap, his last previous 
victory. He was third to Sword Dancer and Dotted 


Swiss in the Woodward Stakes, second to Harmoniz 
ing in the Man o’ War Stakes, and in his last 
previous start, on October 29, he finished third 
to Kelso and *Don Poggio in the Jockey Club 
Gold Cup. 

*Nasrullah, which stood at Claiborne Farm, 
Paris, Ky., until his death last year, has 8 other 
stakes winners this year. Pedigree and family 
notes for Bald Eagle were in The Blood-Horse ot 
February 27, page 438.

boy shrugged. By the time he had made 
himself understood, the race was official. 
Had Nasibov lodged a proper claim of 
foul in time, the Laurel stewards, after 
viewing the films, probably would have 
allowed it, moving Zabeg up to second. 

The Russians weren’t too upset. They 
seemed quite pleased with their showing. 
Next year they would be back with Expert 
(now a 2-year-old). This one is by 
Zabeg’s sire Baltic Baron. (The Reds 
don’t stand on formality of awaiting an 
invitation to run. The Russian embassy 
simply notifies Laurel that the U.S.S.R. 
plans to participate.) Gabardine, touted 
last year by the Communists as their 
super horse and future International 
hope. broke a leg this year and was de- 
stroyed. 

The English horses, Apostle II and 
Prolific. didn’t figure to have any difficulty 
staying the Laurel route, but after each 
had made an early bid neither had stom- 
ach for a fight when the chips were down. 

Duncan Keith, aboard Prolific, summed 
up foreign reaction pretty well: “The 
winner ran like a sprinter. It was just 
too much pace for us.” 

Keith, handsome, pleasantly co-opera- 
tive, and said to be facing a bright future 
in England, obviously is a good sport, 
too. Standing not 4 feet from Keith as 
the riders dressed was burly Pavel F. 
Borovoi, cut-down version of Sam Huff, 
who at 131 pounds was 5 over. Borovoi, 
on Zadorny, had tried to take Prolific’s 
rail position the first time by the stands. 
Finding himself in desperately close 
quarters, Borovoi had reached to his right 
and whacked Keith across the back in an 
effort to make the young English rider 
give way. Keith had a welt on his back 
to prove it. 

What had happened? 

“T was on the rail,” Keith explained. 
“There was not room for another horse 
inside me, but the Russian tried to come 
through. Then I felt something sting me 
on the back. We just don’t do things 
like that in England.” 

France’s Hautain, runner-up to Puissant 
Chef in the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. 
just missed getting fourth money. The 
attractively made chestnut 3-year-old ini- 
tiated a good run swinging for home but 
lacked a follow through. 

Farrney Fox’s people took the Irish 
horse’s sixth-place finish philosophically. 
They said that one of the Russian horses 
had bothered Farrney Fox. but they 
didn’t belabor the point. 

Jockey T. P. Burns observed that his 
angular and rangy mount “had a good 
enough start, but the distance was not 
sufficient for him.” 

Remarked the son of owner Mrs. Matt 
E. Donnelly, “He’s best at 2 miles and 
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likes the going up to his knees. Say, that 
winner is a flier, isn’t he? I don’t think 
anybody will beat him.” 

Avv Raffaele Straziota’s Santa Severa, 
3-year-old, and only filly in the field, fin- 
ished the better of Italy’s two representa- 
tives. She got up to fifth mid-way in the 
race but wasn’t going anywhere when the 
real running began. At that, she finished 
seventh. beating Rio Marin by 6 lengths. 

Charles W. Bartholomew, trainer of the 
unfortunate Puissant Chef, best-liked of 
the 9 foreign horses, had every reason to 
be bitterly disappointed, but he wasn’t 
crying on anybody’s shoulder. “I am very 
sorry that after traveling so far that it 
had to turn out this way. There is no 
one to blame.” he reflected. 


John D. Schapiro, father of the Inter- 
national, was pleased with this year’s race 
despite all of its ramifications. 

“T am confident from now on the race 
will find nations of the world sending 
their best horses to Laurel with assurance 
they will meet the champions from rival 
countries. That’s why I say our race 
has come of age,” he noted. 

“T think the crowd (29,336) was excel- 
lent when you take into consideration 
that we presented the race on the Friday 
of a week which already had had a holiday. 

“Friday is a bad day. It’s payday at 
most industrial plants, and no one likes 
to take off on payday. Had Veterans’ Day 
come on a Saturday, as it will next year, 
we would have had 50,000 people here. 
I have no concern in this respect. 

“If we continue to put on International 
races of championship caliber, the fans 
will respond,” concluded John D. (for 
Determination) Schapiro. 


FLORIDA 
Scratched 


Miami. Working as agent for Bill 
Hartack is a lucrative but somewhat pre- 
carious job. The controversial rider split 
with Chick Lang last spring after a suc- 
cessful partnership of 6 years and on 
November 14 Lang’s successor, Howard 
(Scratch) Pestano, announced that he, 
too. had left his job. 

The Hartack-Lang split was a bitter 
one, with Lang blasting Hartack as an 
ingrate who hated racing and the people 
in it, and Hartack impugning Chick’s 
ability as an agent. The rift with Pestano 
was amicable. 

Pestano, a close friend of Hartack’s 
for many years, took over as agent at 
Hartack’s request. Scratch had _ been 
around the race track for 16 years, but 
had had little experience as an agent. 

Hartack continued to win with Pestano, 
but from the first it was obvious that this 
partnership was not to be an enduring 
one. In mid-summer the Morning Tele- 


graph reported that Hartack was seeking 
a new agent. In late October, in the midst 
of a rumble involving Hartack and the 
New Jersey stewards (Hartack com- 
plained that the stewards were bugging 
him about alleged rough riding and, con- 
sequently, inhibiting his natural riding 
style) Pestano spent some time in Miami 
while Ralph Thoureau, agent for Jackie 
Leonard, filled in as part-time agent for 
Hartack in New York. 

Finally, last week Pestano revealed 
that his partnership with Hartack had 
been dissolved, by mutual consent and 
without any acrimony. 

Pestano, after several long conservations 
with Hartack in New York, returned to 
his Miami home and made a statement 
to the Miami News—prefacing it with 
an emphatic avowal of respect and ad- 
miration for the rider. 

“T want people to know how much I 
respect Bill,’ Pestano said before bring- 
ing out his prepared statement. “We’re 
still the best of friends. I’m just real 
thankful for having the chance to be Bill’s 
agent as long as I was.” 

Scratch’s statement began: 

“Howard (Scratch) Pestano announced 
today that he and jockey Bill Hartack 
have definitely parted company. Pestano 
had been Hartack’s agent since April 2 
of this year. 

“Both partners are parting on a 
friendly basis. 

“Bill Hartack has given me an_ op- 
portunity to fulfill some of my many 
wishes, that I wanted very much to ac- 
complish ever since I started on the race 
track 16 years ago. 

“T have been privileged to meet some 
of the finest people in this wonderful 
sport and some of the best success any 
agent would be privileged to be part of. 

“When I left the Mount Loretto Orphan- 
age (on Staten Island, N. Y.) where I 
spent 14 years, I always hoped I could 
go back and do some good for the won- 
derful people who had done so much for 
me. By being Bill’s agent, I was able to 
do something.” 

(Among other things. Scratch gave the 
orphanage his share of this vear’s Ken- 
tucky Derby purse, won by Hartack on 
Venetian Wav.) 

“T would like to wish both Bill and 
his new agent the most continuing suc- 
cess that is possible. 

“T know that Bill’s new agent will find 
that he is working for the greatest jockey 
this country has ever had. 

“T am thankful for the time I have 
had as Bill’s agent. It raised me up in 
a lot of ways. Now I can talk to people 
better, and I’m better qualified to do 
a lot of things.” 

Pestano, one of the best-liked guys in 
racing, said he hoped to continue as a 
jockey agent when’ Tropical opens 
November 24.

Point for the Bettor 


The Internal Revenue Service, which 
generally has its own way, this week 
came a cropper of Florida’s attorney 
general. 

In an opinion given to the press on 
Tuesday, November 15, Atty. Gen. Richard 
W. Ervin ruled that Florida race tracks 
had no authority to withhold payments on 
winning pari-mutuel tickets until the win- 
ner established his identity. 

The IRS this fall had circulated among 
the nation’s race tracks prescribed forms 
for identifying all winners of $600 or more 
on $2 wagers. 

Said Ervin: “Under the laws of this 
state, it seems abundantly clear that, 
barring some unusual circumstances, a 
track has no legal right to withhold pay- 
ment to a person who presents a valid 
winning ticket . . . Under Florida law the 
only condition precedent to payment of 
a winning ticket is presentation of such 
ticket. Therefore. under the law 6f this 
state, a track operator could not refuse 
to make payment to a winning ticket- 
holder based on such person’s refusal to 
give information as to his name and ad- 
dress.”

Miller Promoted 


Gov.-elect Otto Kerner this week an- 
nounced that William S. Miller would be 
elevated to the chairmanship of the Illinois 
Racing Board. replacing Paul Serdar. 
The future of the other commissioner, 
Edward E. Voynow. still was in doubt. 

Miller, a member of the board since 
1951, will take over his new assignment 
on January 9, the day Kerner is inaugu- 
rated. 

The new chairman already has been 
on the board longer than any other man 
in the state’s history.

ing one who in open meeting said _ his 
opposition was “irrevocable.” With this 
kind of division. how can the committee. 
as it is now constituted, produce anything 
better than a rewrite of the rules which 
already prevail? 

We frankly can’t see any difference be- 
tween ice on the one hand and an anal- 
gesic on the other, but we have respect 
for those who profess that they can. And 
we think that we can understand what 
troubles them. The same thing — racing’s 
public image — troubled The Blood-Horse 
for a good many years. Consider the fol- 
lowing references from the magazine’s 
editorials. the earliest apparently written 
by the late Thomas B. Cromwell. the later 
ones by Joe Estes: 


When will our racing authorities, as a 
whole, begin to think in terms of sport 
for sport’s sake and put an end to stimula- 
tion and other rottenness? We hope it 
will be soon. November 1, 1930. 

It is refreshing to note that other pub- 
lications are taking up the cudgels against 
the despicable practice of “doping” horses 
on the race courses of America. December 


6, 1930. 


Let each racing governor and each rac- 
ing official on this side of the Atlantic re- 
solve to emulate the Jockey Club stewards 
in England, who have announced deter- 
mination to carry on in their fight against 
the evil, even though Charles Chapman. 
a trainer ruled off last summer. has been 
awarded by a jury damages . in a 
libel action . . . Let the Turf be rid of the 
nefarious practice. December 26, 1931. 

The Blood-Horse urges all persons 
whose minds are in tune with the move- 
ment to prevent the “doping” of horses. 
as well as the use of drugs by human 
beings, to join in. . . activities in every 
way possible to make the nations of the 
earth anti-narcotic minded. February 18, 
1933. 

The Turf governing bodies in California, 
Kentucky. and Florida have, by recent 
action, indicated intention to properly aid 
in eradication of the doping evil at 
tracks under their jurisdiction . . . In 
Florida a rule has been adopted by the 
Racing Commission providing for the 
saliva test. In California the adoption of 
such a rule is under consideration. October 
21, 1933. 

Charles E. Morgan, the youthful chemist 
who has served the Florida Racing Com- 
mission since the beginning of the current 
racing season. is to sail shortly for France 
to study saliva analysis under the tutelage 
of chemists employed by the Societe 
d’Encouragement. Expenses of his school- 
ing abroad will be borne by the commis- 
sion and Joseph E. Widener. France was 
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a pioneer in the work of eliminating dop- 
ing, whereas race tracks in the United 
States have never faced the problem 
squarely until last year. March 24, 1934. 

There is no shout of protest to be heard. 
but if tracks and officials will listen close- 
ly they will hear a murmur of warning. 
In effect the warning is that the saliva 
test is rendered useless, and must lose the 
respect of the public, unless it is applied 
with the most scrupulous attention to ac- 
curacy and is itself subjected to regular 
official scrutiny. February 8, 19306. 

The problem of doping is not yet 
solved. The receiving barn has advantages. 
but it is far from being foolproof as a 
preventive measure. Florida’s system of 
patrols to guard the stalls of horses about 
to start in races does not appear to be al- 
together effective. The idea of making 
trainers responsible for their charges may 
have seemed an easy way out, but the 
commissions, when they feel it may do an 
injustice, are virtually ignoring the rule. 
May 1, 1937. 

There is still the question most often 
asked and most difficult to answer — are 
there drugs which cannot be detected? 
I have already mentioned our work with 
a large number of drugs collected from 
many sources. Of these I can say there 
are none of value to the dopester which 
cannot be detected if present in the saliva 
in reasonable amount. I realize that this 
to some extent begs the question, but I 
can only say that in all probability the 
question is one which can never be 
answered to our entire satisfaction. 
Charles E. Morgan, January 22, 1938. 

A little more chemistry on the part of 
the racing associations seems desirable, to 
get a little less chemistry on the back 
stretch. August 13, 1938. 

Through most of the foregoing 15 years 
the magazine’s first concern, and apparent- 
ly that of all racing people. Was the 
elimination of the most evil forms. of 
stimulation. But then in the issue of 
November 17. 1945, the late Joe Palmer 
commented that perhaps the problem 
wasn’t quite so simple after all. The war 


and its attendant advances in medical 
science had opened up new vistas in 
human and animal care—and presented 
a few new problems. too. It wasn’t all 
black and white any more. nor right or 
wrong because the old rules said so. 

“If racing authorities want something to 
speculate over during the winter, they 
may consider what is to be the dividing 
line on stimulation, which used to be a 
hard and fast matter ... There seems 
to be an increasing number of borderline 
drugs. which help the condition and the 
ability of a horse, without having the ex- 
plosive one-race effect of strychnine or 
alcohol or benzedrine. Just which of 
these improve the general condition of a 
horse, and which violate the rule about 
affecting his speed in a race constitute 
a very pretty problem. Some of them 
don’t show in saliva tests or urinalyses, 
which make it even more delicate. It 
seems that the age of science has caught 
up with us again.” 

Agitation to provide a more liberal in- 
terpretation of the corrupt-practices rules 
began to grow, but in general the NASRC, 
track management, and the Association of 
Official Racing Chemists were adamant. 
Asked for a statement of policy, the chem- 
ists said (The Blood-Horse of September 
24, 1949): “It is the aim of all breeders 
to produce horses which are sound in 
every way ... It is the function of the 
trainers to condition the horses that they 
will be able to exhibit their maximum 
speed in every racing contest .. . The 
solution of the basic problem lies in breed- 
ing and conditioning, not in the use of 
palliative drugs.” This remained ever 
more the chemists’ position. 

The breach between those who wished 
to hold the line and those who thought 
the sport should take a new approach to 
medication, continued, though not openly. 
For a decade the sport basked in its own 
purity. Each winter Spencer J. Drayton 
appeared before the assembly of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations to re- 
port on the operations of the Thorough- 
bred Racing Protective Bureau, and each 
report noted the paucity of stimulators. 

All was well until January. 1955, when 
Dr. John Kater wrote in Life magazine 
that racing was by no means free of those 
who could and would stimulate horses. It 
was happening all the time. Kater said. 
and racing chemists. because their 
knowledge lagged developments in  phar- 
macology, were powerless to cope with it. 
The thunder of denials came from every 
quarter. 

The storm, subsided. had 
salutary effect: it kindled among racing 
people a new interest in the racing-chem- 
istry laboratory and resulted, indirectly to 
be sure, in the establishment of the Racing 
Chemistry Research Fund. 

Racing’s regulatory bodies, having duly 
alerted themselves to be more than ever 
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watchful over the sport’s reputation, were 
still in a posture of combat when a few 
vears later they sensed the first trickle of 
interest in a commercial product called 
Butazolidin. Scarcely waiting until they 
had learned to spell the name. racing com- 
missions one after another went on record 
as condemning its use. But Butazolidin. 
instead of disappearing, became an issue. 
More than that, it became a whipping boy 
for all of the other medications which had 
been on the market—and for that matter, 
for all of the products which would follow 
it on the market. As Palmer had said 
more than a decade before: “It seems that 
the age of science has caught up with us 
again.” 

The developments of the last 6 months 
are too recent to necessitate repeating 
here. Suffice it to say that the NASRC, 
aware that the problem of stimulation vs. 
permissive medication would not go away 
simply because it wished it would. or- 
ganized a Thoroughbred Research Com- 
mittee and charged it with looking into 
the whole philesophy of medication; that 
the Thoroughbred Research Committee, on 
a split decision, recommended employment 
of an impartial committee of scientists 
who would research medications as they 
came on the market; and that the recom- 
mendation was attacked and finally beaten 
by able and well-intentioned men who 
could not separate today from racing’s 
sometimes turbulent past. 


Suggestion Remade 


We found it rather interesting, in the 
course of pursuing this business of stimu- 
lation and medication through old issues 
of the magazine, to come upon a recom- 
mendation advanced 18 years ago by 
Charles E. Morgan. then a veteran of 8 
years in the New York racing-chemistry 
laboratory. It was his suggestion that the 
sport finance a scientific center, staffed 
by laboratory technicians, chemists, vet- 
erinarians, and pharmacologists, for the 
testing of medications used or likely to be 
used on race horses. In June, 1960, Clark- 
son Beard offered roughly the same kind 
of proposal as a means of differentiating 
between useful and unethical drugs. Mor- 
gan’s recommendation. from The Blood- 
Horse of March 14, 1942: 

“It is proposed— 

“That an organization be established to 
be known as the ‘National Foundation for 
Racing Research,’ with a board of trustees 
to handle its fiscal affairs composed of 
state racing commissioners. officials of 
racing associations. and the director of the 
Foundation; 

“That the administration of the Founda- 
tion be entrusted to a director who shall 
be in sole charge of all of its activities; 

“That the organization consist of a 
laboratory staff and a field staff. The 
laboratory, in order to best serve its pur- 
pose as a training center as well as a

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research unit, should be located where 
easy access may be had to a laboratory 
doing routine work on official samples 
from race tracks. Since the New York 
Racing Commission Laboratory is the 
largest of its kind in the country. does 
more work than any other. does only rac- 
ing work, and possesses by far the largest 
accumulation of research data in this field. 
it is suggested that the Foundation’s lab- 
oratory be located in the New York area. 
preferably in the same building as the 
New York Racing Commission Laboratory. 
As New York is a transportation and edu- 
cational center, the choice would seem to 
be indicated from the standpoints of 
desirability and accessibility to its student 
chemists as well as of personnel and 
equipment supply. The laboratory should 
have sufficient space for necessary offices. 
a library, a photographic dark room and 
chemical and biological laboratories. The 
staff should include a librarian, a_ bio- 
chemist. an organic microanalyst. a spec- 
troscopist. and a pharmacologist. together 
with such chemical and clerical assistants 
as may be needed. All necessary chemical 
and other equipment should. of course, 
be provided. 

“The field staff should be headed by a 
competent Doctor of Veterinary Medicine. 
and should operate a field unit consisting 
of stables and a track where the experi- 
mental animals owned by the Foundation 


can be housed and worked in strict pri- 
vacy. A location on Long Island well 
removed from all public race tracks is 
recommended because of ready access to 
the metropolitan area for horses and sup- 
plies and to the laboratory for transmission 
of samples. and because of the mild 
winters. facilitating year-round function- 
ing. The grounds and buildings could 
be leased. but all animals should be 
owned outright. All necessary employees 
for the handling and care of the animals 
should be provided, together with such 
professional or other assistance as the vet- 
erinarian in charge might require. Besides 
stables for at least a dozen horses. the 
buildings should include quarters for the 
handlers. a sample-collecting building. 
and a dispersary; 

“That the purpose of the Foundation 
shall be twofold: first, research looking 
toward the improvement of existing meth- 
ods and the development and testing of 
new ones. together with experimental 
work on all problems of a chemical nature 
connected with the regulation of racing; 
and second, the training of chemists and 
veterinarians to act as routine analysts 
and veterinarians for the various state 
racing commissions. The National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners 
and national organizations of trainers. 
breeders. and the like should all go on 
record as recommending to all state com- 


missions that their chemists and 
veterinarians be required to spend a stipu- 
lated amount of time in the laboratories of 
the Foundation and to use only methods 
of analysis and of sample collection and 
handling approved by it. All research 
and other pertinent information acquired 
by the Foundation should be supplied with- 
out charge to the official laboratory in each 
state. The services of the Foundation 
staff should be available at any time to 
any state racing commission or racing 
association; 

“That the financial organization of the 
Foundation be such as to assure its year- 
round operation and its permanency in 
so far as possible. This a necessary 
prerequisite to the establishment of a 
sound research program. and our experi- 
ence over the past seven years indicates 
that there will be no dearth of problems 
to solve.” 

Whatever is finally resolved by the 
Thoroughbred Research Committee, or the 
Uniform Rules Committee. or by any other 
official or quasi-official agency of racing. 
we hold with a conclusion of our editor. 
Joe Estes. who wrote in The Blood-Horse 
15 years ago. “Racing. we believe, is an 
institution which will persevere in propor- 
tion as it deals frankly with the public.” 
Its public imagine depends on this, regard- 
less of the sport’s stand on this medication 
thing.

Marshall Cassidy, executive secretarv 
for that august body. The Jockey Club, 
is well on his way to making the late 
John Foster Dulles look a slothful, stay- 
at-home. 

Carrying a poke bulging with papers 
and blue-prints, Cassidy has been spin- 


ning into’ racing’s far-flung corners 
sprinkling American know-how _ like 


Johnny Appleseed. When questioned 
about his hard-to-clock activities, the 
veteran racing mentor warns that his 
missionary role is only one offshoot of a 
new life pulsing through the veins of the 
once staid Jockey Club. A review of 
his current enthusiams emphasizes the 
vital force The Jockey Club has become. 

“The Jockey Club sent me to France 
to inspect the tracks there and to analyze 
their racing problems. I went at the re- 
quest of France’s Societe d’Encourage- 
ment pour l’Amelioration des Races de 
Chevaux. In 8 days I saw racing at 
Chantilly, Saint-Cloud, and Maisons-Laf- 
fitte.

“T recommended to the Board of Ste- 
wards, headed by Marcel Boussac, that 
1) supervision be tightened, 2) the public 
be provided with a better view of the 
races, 3) professionals be used for of- 
ficiating, 4) stall starting gates be em- 
ployed, 5) the public be given more 
conveniences and comforts. 

“The committee received my _ ideas 
pleasantly and appeared grateful for the 
criticism,” he said with a somewhat re- 
lieved air. 

“T went on to England,” he continued, 
“to meet with the stewards of the Jockey 
Club. My main object was to see the 
film patrol which was being installed at 
Newmarket. I found—and this was true 
also in France—that the cameras were 
in the wrong places and were of little 
value to the stewards. I wanted to con- 
vince the English of the great benefits 
of the film patrol. 

“They asked me to come back later 
on. Instead I suggested they pick a young 
man who had years ahead of him to de-

vote to racing and send him to our of- 
ficials’ school in New York. There he 
could concentrate on the film patrol.” 

Only a few days after making the 
recommendation. Cassidy enrolled Eng- 
land’s Brigadier Roscoe Harvey in the 
officials’ course in New York. 

With Cassidy as front man, The Jockey 
Club has its fingers in a number of other 
pies these days. 

The constantly annoying shortage of 
young jockeys has come in for scrutiny. 
An earlier trip to Japan, where he observ- 
ed a highly successful Japanese appren- 
tice rider school. made Cassidy think of 
a similar program for this country. 

“In line with that, The Jockey Club 
suggested I look for a place to buy or 
lease so we could set up a training cen- 
ter. I’ve been doing so ever since with- 
out too much success. I feel we should 
start that project next year at the latest,” 
he noted.

The Jockey Club’s most active depart- 
ment. registration, is being modernized. 
Experts in the electronics field are try- 
ing to find machines to simplify and 
speed up methods of issuing the all- 
important stud book. 

“We expect the recommendations right 
away.” Cassidy said. “If we don’t mech- 
anize we'll have learned enough to 
reorganize manually.” 

The Jockey Club Round Table. set up 
7 years ago by Cassidy and held again 
in Saratoga last August. is progressing 
along the lines he envisioned at its in- 
ception. His view of it now: 

“The Round Table has grown to be 
an outstanding medium where questions 
of national importance may be resolved. 
Its greatest potential is that it will be- 
come a permanent racing congress. All 
departments of racing should send dele- 
gates ready to discuss and act on _pro- 
grams and problems. 

“IT think one reason it has been so 
successful is that The Jockey Club has 
no connection with any single faction 
or department in racing. By having no 
specific allegiance. it is unbiased and 
can act in the best interests of racing 
nationally. 

“T hope eventually there will be meet- 
ings in the various racing zones to discuss 


problems before coming to the Round 
Table.” 
Cassidy mentioned blood-analysis 


study as another facet of The Jockey Club 
expansion. 

“One vet and 2 human doctors,” he 
said, “have. by testing. been able to de- 
velop the proper sera needed to go on 


with typings. They’ve been able to 
eparate the blood so far into 6 or 7 
types. They may be able to break it 
down as far as 30. 

“They've also done work on_ hered- 
itary blood types. We can now give trans- 
fusions without danger. And they’ve 
eliminated the Blue Baby or RH 
problem.” 


The peripatetic Mr. Cassidy was in 
‘entucky last month. serving in the ste- 
ward’s stand for a few days of Keene- 
land’s fall meeting. While there he took 
a good look at the workings of The Jockey 
Club auxiliary office. 

“T hope.” he remarked. “the Kentucky 
office is rendering good service. It was 
put there as experiment. If the 
breeders take advantage of it, we'll con- 
sider it worthwhile.”

Laurel’s John D. Schapiro on sports- 
manship abroad: “Wherever I have trav- 
eled in seeking horses for the Interna- 
tional, no one has ever asked me, ‘Who 
will I have to beat?’ Our foreign guests 
only hope that they will meet the best 
horses the United States can put on the 
track.” 


Pimlico’s new indoor paddock covers 
4.800 square feet and has 15 stalls for 
saddling. This is quite a bit larger than 
the old paddock, though we don’t know 
how much. Any increase in the size, 
however, would be an improvement. There 
were times, on big days, when accommo- 
dations were terribly cramped. 


And speaking of Pimlico, a new club

Officers and trustees of the National 
Museum of Racing last week elected 
George D. Widener as president, succeed- 
ing the late Walter Jeffords. Bayard 
Tuckerman Jr. was named executive vice 
president, a new post. Widener unques- 
tionably will serve the museum faithfully 
and well, but it is inconceivable that he 
could dedicate himself quite as liberally 
to the job as did Mr. Jeffords, who had 
given the museum top priority on his time 
and energies. 


Vermont last week, besides once again 
voting Republican, approved pari-mutuel 
betting for the first time in the stdte’s 
history. Democratic state Rep. James 
Lounsbury (how did he get in there?). 
one of the proponents of the measure, re- 
vealed that plans were under way to con- 
struct a race track in the Bennington area. 
The betting proposal provided for local 
option. 


The Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
on November 28 will open a 4-day conven- 
tion in New York City.

Too Many Horses 
Spoil a Race 


SypneEY. Failure of highly fancied 
horses to enjoy a clear run in the Mel- 
bourne Cup was due to the fact that the 
Victoria Racing Club had fixed 32 run- 
ners as the safety limit for the 2-mile 
affair. On the chances of 12 of the 
starters, bookies had offered odds ranging 
from 100 to 1 to 500 to 1, and the dozen 
ran accordingly. What these horses, 
which obviously had no chance, did to 
wreck the prospects of high-class horses, 
which had been trained for months for 
the big event, is still a sore point with 
owners and trainers and, of course, with 
the racing public. 

I hope that the V. R. C. has learned its 
lesson and that it will decide on a field of 
20 (and certainly no more than 24) for 
future issues of the Melbourne Cup. 

Tulloch, one of the sufferers, came out 
a few days later to treat with contempt a 
small but select weight-for-age field in the 
1144-mile C. B. Fisher Plate, at Fleming- 
ton. He scooted away in the stretch to 
win by 5 lengths from Dhaulagiri and the 
Derby colt Persian Lyric, which was fol- 
lowed by Mac, Howsie, and Valerius. 


The victory took the champion’s earn- 
ings to more than £86,000. He will not 
race again until the autumn, when he will 
be given an opportunity to be the first 
to top the £100,000 mark. 

Jockey George Moore, who returned 
from Europe to ride in the Cup, declared 
that Tulloch would hold his own with any 
overseas champion. I regret that Ameri- 
cans never had an opportunity to see him 
race in the International at Laurel. 


Round And About 


The Victorian filly Lady Sybil, which 
could finish only third to the Sydney star 
Wenona Girl in the one-mile One Thou- 
sand Guineas, turned the tables in the 
1144-mile Oaks at Flemington. Running 
over a heavy track, she had no difficulty, 
while the best Wenona Girl could get was 
third place. Lady Sybil has proved her- 
self to be the best staying filly in Au- 
stralia. 

Macdougal, winner of the 1959 Mel- 
bourne Cup, won his first race since that 
date when he took the 134-mile V. R. C. 
Handicap under 126 pounds from Gold 
Rebel and Big Fancy. 

On the closing day of the carnival Aqua- 
nita (by Wateringbury) took the Me- 
morial Handicap, at £10,000 the richest 
mile event ever ran in this country.
